RUMOURS AND INCIDEKTS OF THB OUT-

There wera umours at Woha a few duya 
ago that an attempt would be made to set 
fire to the Oustom Houso and the fow re- 
maining mission pramines; but so far there 
is no news of any disturbance, Tho com- 
mander of the gunboat in port has furnished 
the inhabitants of one of the mission build- 
ings, which is a short dutauce removed 
from the settlement, with rockets, so that 
the alarin can be at once given in the event 
of any attack being made. 

We. have received from a well-known 
resident of Shangusi a lutter pointing out 
that in tr ublous times jt ia customary in 
Ohioa to blow conch shells at night, to keep 
the people alert and ready for action, This 
js cunuvcted with the extermination of tho 
forcigh Mouzo} rulera of Ohins in tho wid- 
dle of the fourte nth esntury.

The Paris Ethnological Society did not 
carry ont the purpose it announced in 1882 
of establishing the northern boundary of 
tho juhabited world ; but thia work hos 
ance been accomplished very curefully, by o 
German geographer, De. Kurt Bassert, 
who haa recently published his book upon 
“Phe North Pular Buondary of the In- 
habited and Jubnbitable World.’ Iu the 
map which accompanics this interesting 
wetk, Dr. Hassert indicates hy a ble tine 
of human habita- 
tiuna, and by a ted line the northern 
boundary of the former homes of mankind 
wen revealed through the 


In studying this map we first obsorvo 


great archipelago north of it very much 
further toward the north pole wu the 
Wuro. Asiatic continent, which has in the 
two islands of Novaya Seunlia its only im. 
ortant prolongation toward tho pole. The 
apps, the Samoveds, tbe Tchakcheea, and 
uther races of Euro-Asin are to-day four 
along the northern const line. The only 
important traces of ian in the Bastora 


oceupaney, are found in the Siberian 
islunda, nurtheast of the Lena delta These 
fre not inhabited, though they certainly 
have been. 

Tt is tp Greenland, therefore, and to the 
archipelago north of vur own continont 
that wo muat look for conclusive evidences 
elmatie or other cotditivns have 
driven man far south of the regions hu anes 
ocoupied. 

The most northern peopic of the world,
